U.S. To Probe 
Libel Action 


Department Of Justice Sifts 
Charges Of Slush Fund For 
Banking Legislation Lobby 


LOS ANGELES ‘l!)—The Department 
of Justice today ordered an investiga- 
tion of William H. Neblett’s $2,000,000 
libel suit against prominent Southern 
California Democrats, 

Neblett is the former law partner of 
William Gibbs McAdoo, Junior United 
States Senator for California. 

Federal agents seized a  119-page 
statement by Carl V. Pustau, former 
associate of Neblett. The statement. 
used by Pustau in a bankruptcy action, 
was the basis of the suit by Neblett 
against Pustau, John B. Elliott, Pier- 
‘son M. Hall and others. 

Local federal agents revealed they 
were ordered to conduct a thorough in- 
vestigation into sensational charges in 
Pustau’s statement, which concerned 
big slush funds raised for the use of 
a congressional lobby in connection 
with national branch banking legis- 
lation.

Tax revenue is flowing into the treas- 
ury in a golden flood. Even though Mr. 
Roosevelt may have over-estimated 
|federal income for this fiscal year it 
it is reasonably certain that he will 
collect more than in any previous year 
including 1920 when taxpayers put up 
almost $7,000,000,000. 

The treasury’s trouble is that govern- 
ment spending continues to run far 
ahead of income. The simplest way to 
State it is in terms of average daily 
income. 

Up to March 21, taxpayers during 
this fisca year have poured an average 
of $17,600,000 into the treasury every 
day. Over the same period last year 
average daily tax receipts aggregated 
$13,300,000. 

But for every day that taxpayers 
have contributed $17.600,000 to the fed- 
leral treasury. the government has spent 
jan average of $20,700,000.
